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PREFACE. 


= - — — — 
Tus ancient, nervous and expreſſive Caledonian language, 
commonly called the Scots Gailic, once the Language of the 
Britiſh iſles, and po/ſi5ly of the greateſt part of Europe, has, for 
ages paſt, been gradually on the decline. The cauſe or cauſes 


which have operated this effect have not eſcaped notice; it is 


therefore needleſs to detail them; but they till exiſt, and, if 


not obviated or ſuſpended, muſt, in the order of events, ulti- 
mately effect its total extirpation. To the Antiquarian and 
the Claſſic Highlander, this conſideration has proved a cauſe of 
ſerious mortification and regret, and hence they have called 
aloud for means to prevent an effect ſo diſhonourable to their 
country. 

Jo the ſeveral laudable motives of promoting Piety and Re- 
ligious Light, which ſuggeſted the Tranſlation of the Scriptures 
into the Gailic, we may add a Patriotic wiſh for the preſer- 
vation of the Language; though, when that meaſure was adopt- 
ed, this eſfect might not have been in view, nor have engaged 
attention, yet it has reſulted from it. That work was apportion- 
ed to Clergymen in the Highland diftricte, whoſe Knowledge of 
the Language, added to their taſte for polite Literature, beſt qua- 
lified them for the undertaking; and it has been executed in a 
manner that does honour to their Taſte and Judgment. To 


this we may add a metrical 'Tranſlation of the Pſalms, with o- 


ther Religious Tracts, Ancient Songs, Poems and Proverbs, 
which have been collected and publiſhed for the ſame purpoſe. 

How far theſe well intended labours may contributeto the re- 
vival, or preſervation of this Venerable Language, time only 
can determine. | 

One thing is certain, and a point of no ſmall importance, 
that the Orthography has been much improved, if not com- 
pletely fixed, 
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Over and above what has been done by ſuch able hands, this 
Vocabulary may alſo have its uſe; it is a mite caſt into the 
common ſtock, and with the fame honeſt patriotic view : Care 
has been taken to avoid in it ſuch terms and idioms as are either 
obſolete or not generally underſtood, or have not found their 
way to the preſs in other works. 

The author does not indeed pretend, that 1t contains every 
vocable in uſe, or that it is a perfect work; nor will a Candid 
Public expect a perfect work from a private individual: The 
Orthography, he flatters himſelf, will give general ſatisfaction; 
and if it be found uſeful, as far as it goes, he hopes to meet 
the approbation of every admirer of the Language. 

To the Antiquarian he thinks it will afford amuſement. He 
is not without hopes, that young men deſigned for the ſervice 
of the Church, whoſe attention to Claſſical purſuits may have 
prevented a Critical ſtudy of this Language, (though their mo- 
ther tongue, ) and who may be ſtationed in the Highland diſ- 
tricts, will derive ſome aſſiſtance from it. And there is like- 


wiſe a probability, that in the Highland Schools, it may ac- 


celerate the acquirement of the Engliſh Language, which is ſo 
eagerly purſued, and which ſeems excluſively the only objeck 
of attention and purſuit. 

Conſidering, however, how lightly the Gaelic Language is 
eſteemed by thoſe who have no other; how little it is affected 
by the half taught Engliſh Scholar ; how much Highlanders in 
in general have loſt all reliſh for their native Language, the 
Author thought he faw little encouragement for this work. 
But the Highland Society of Scotland, whoſe Patriotiſim ex- 
tends to every thing connected with the honour as well as 
the improvement of their Country, with a Liberality that be- 
ſpeaks their Zeal, have enabled him to bring it forward; and 
if any advantage reſults from it, to that reſpectable body it muſt 
be aſcribed, whoſe patronage he will be as ambitious to merit, 


as anxious to preſerve.

Some individuals of the Society, for whom the Author en- 
tertains a high and juſt regard, expreſſed a wiſh that a Coun- 
ter part, or Engliſh and Gailic .Vocabulary might be added, 
deeming it neceſſary to complete the work. This was not his 
original deſign; thinking it, however, his duty to comply 
with their deſire he, already has commenced the ſelection and 
arrangement; and if this performance meets with encou- 
ragement, the ſecond part will in due time come forward. In 
the mean while, he embraces this occaſion of expreſſing his 
warm and grateful acknowledgements to that Society for the 
honour they have done him, the favours they have conferred 
upon him; and if this performance meets their approbation, he 
will conſider the trouble of compiling it fully and abundantly

I. OF THE LETTERS.

II. Or THE VowELs IN GENERAL. 


A Vowel is a letter that makes a compleat ſound of itſelf, withont the 
aid of any other: They are five in number, a, e, i, o, u, which are divi- 
ded into broad and ſmall vowels ; a, 9, 2, are broad, and e, i, ſmall. 

In words of more than one ſyllable, if the forgoing end with a broad 
vowel, the next muſt begin with a broad likewiſe ; but if with a ſmall, 
then the next muſt begin with the ſame ; accordingly it would be im- 
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proper to write carid, a friend, and not caraid ; leſachadb, to mend, and 
not leaſachadb, agreeable to the well known adage.
